And then it developed how really obnox- 
ious Elijah had made himself on the 
passage from England. He boarded the 
Lucania at Liverpool on Friday at raidnight, 
a week ago, and, in the opinion of Chief Stew- 
ard Henry Clark, he was the worst scared 
person who ever came within the ken of 
diners and steward. | 

‘He was breathless,” said Clark, “ when 
he got aboard the ship—breathless and trem- 
bling. I never saw a man so scared, The 
first thing he blurted out was: * My God, it’s 
all a mistake! I never spoke ill of the king 
or queen,’ 

The Lucania sailed from Liverpool Satur- 
day afternoon, and Dowie and his outfit kept 
pretty quiet until Monday evening. A num-. 
ber of the passengers in the smoking roém 
were playing various games of cards, when 
a piping infant voice came through the open 
doorway. 

Peace to thee,"’ it said.

Gen. Nodzu, with another large army, is 
advancing against the Russian center, 
marching northward east of the railway line. 
Gen. Kuroki, with five divisions and two 


vancing from the east along three roads, 
aiming to crush the left flank of the Russian 
army. One of Kuroki's columns already has 
advanced within fifteen miles of Tatahekiaow, 
well to the north of the retreating Russian 


army above Kaichou. Another column is on 


the road from Siuyen, leading directly west 
to the railroad north of Kaichou, aiming to 
strike the Russian left fank squarely in the 
center. A third column under Kuroki fe ad-

How It Will Work Out. 

Now here ts what will happen if the Jap- 
anese campaign works out as it has been 
planned: Oku and Nodzu are driving Stack- 
elberg north. When they get above Kaichou 
the Russians will be compelled to evacuate 


One of Kuroki’s colunms will strike Stackel- 
berg’s army on its left flank. Kurokfs 
second column may reach Tatshekiaou and 
defeat Sakharoff before Stackelberg can 
come up. At the same time Kuroki’s third 
column will hold the Russian army sat 
Haicheng in check.

LONDON, June 25.—Clement Scott, widely 
known as a dramatic critic, died today. He 
had been suffering long, and death was not 
unexpected.

| HEAD OF DEPA! DEPARTMENT 
CHICAGO A FEW HOURS. ~— 


Says He Has Not Much Technical | 
Knowledge of Sea, but There Are 
Plenty of Experts in Washington— 
Intimates That for the Administra-

Morton. who has just been 
secretary of the navy, arrived yesterday 
noon from Washington, where. he had been in 
conference with President Roosevelt. He left 
later in the Gay with a family party for “ Ar- 
bor Lodge,’ the Morton homestead. near 
Nebraska City. The party will spend Sun- 
day there ana return to Chicago on Monday. 
After a conference with officials of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé rallroad. of 
which he is second vice president, and, with 
other business associates in regard to ad- 
,usting his private affairs, Mr. Morton tele- 
graphed President Roosevelt that he would 
be able to assume his duties in the cabinet 
Aug. 1. As Secretary Moody is to step out 
on July 1, to become attorney general..it has 
arranged that Assistant Secretary 

Charles Ht H. Darling of Vermont is to be act- 
ing secretary of the navy during the interim. 
Mr. Morton will resign his position with the 
Santa Fé road before going into the cabinet. 


Prefers the Navy Portfolio. 


As to the .report that he would have pre- 
ferred to be secretary of the department of 
commerce and labor, Mr. Morton said there 
was nothing In such a story. 

“President Roosevelt offered me the navy 
portfolio and I accepted it,”’ said Mr. Mor- 
ton. “I have enlisted there. I expect to be 
with that department as long as I remain 
in the cabinet. I do not claim a great famil- 
larity with naval matters at present, and so 
shall not undertake to discuss the policy of 
the navy. The secretaryship is an adminis- 
trative office and the department is well 
equipped with men who have the requisite 
technical knowledge." 

In regard to his politics, Mr. Morton said 
that he had been a Grover Cleveland demo- 
crat, but that the party had changed its posi- 
tion and left him out of it. He voted for 
McKinley the first time and worked for him 
openly at the time of his second candidacy. 
He. has always been a stanch supporter of 
Roosevelt.

ACQUITS... 
MOLLIE MOTT. 


N otorious Woman Youoil N ot 
Guilty of the Murder of 
Frederick A. Hart. 


IS OUT ONLY TWO HOURS. 


Trial Recalls Police Record of 
the Defendant Covering 
Many Years. 


After less than two hours’ deliberation in 
the case'of Mollie Mott, accused of the mur- 
‘der of Frederick Hart, the jury in Judge 
Holdom’s court last night returned a verdict 
of acquittal. 

The state completed its arguments at’ 4:30 
| p. m., and before 6:30 the jury sent word that 
it had agreed upon a verdict. Two hours 
more passed before word could reach Judge. 
Holdom, who had left the courthouse in ex- 
pectation of a long struggle in the juryroom. 
‘When he appeared only the relatives of the 
accused woman and the lawyers were in 
court. 

Calm and unmoved, Mollie Mott took. her 
seat. When the jury in she braced her- 
self for the verdict. Then as she heard the 
words “not guilty’ she relaxed into a half: 
dazed condition. She recovered quickly, re- 
celved the congratulations of her women 
friends, and walked briskly out of the court- 
room. 

. Testimony Is at Variance. 

-The final session of the trial was marked 
by no exciting scenes. Mollie Mott appeared 
to be mvre comfortable and self-confident 
than any other person present. . James Reil- 
ly, a witness for the defense, testified that he 
‘was at the scene of the shooting, but that he 
did not see who fired theshot. His evidence, 
the state asserted, did not agree with a state- 
ment he made before a notary public. In re- 
buttal Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Ol- 


stand. 

‘Rodney testified that he knew Reilly under. 
the name of Cummings. and that the witness 
had been a convict. It was asserted that 
Reilly on the night of the murder of Hart had 
stated that he witnessed the shooting, and 
that the shot had been fired by Mollie Mott. 
On that occasion the man is said to have 
declared he was in the ** Thirty-third street 
saloon with Hart when Frank Stanek en- 
tered, and that Hart told Stanek to inform 
Mollie Mott that he intended going to her re- 
sort and ‘cleaning out’ the place. He aleo 
said to the notary public that Stanek did car- 
ry the message to Mrs. Mott, and that the 
woman went in search of Hart. Whemshe 
found him she shot him. 


Witnesses Desert the State. 


' Both Reilly and Stanek were to have been 
witnesses for the prosecution, but when the 
trial was hegun each one refused to discuss 
the evidence with Assistant State's Attor- 
neys O)son and Furthman. They told the 
lawyers for the state that they had decided 
to testify in behalf of the defénse, and 
that Mrs. Mott, or Mrs. Fogarty, ati she 
also ts knéwn, had instructed them not to 
speak to any ene connected with the prose- 


| cution. 


The crime for which the woman was on 
trial was for the murder of Frederick A. 


Hart, 21 y old, whe was‘ killed in a re- 
sort at 536 irty-second street, on March 
29, 1908. Her defense was: 


“ He hounded‘me until I could stand it no 
longer. He threatened to kill me and I shot 
him in self-defense.”’ 


Woman’s Police Career Is Long. 
The career of Moliie Mott’ began twenty- 
five years ago. Her picture is said to be in 
every rogués’ gallery in the country. She 


has served two terms in the penitentiary. 
She has been the leader of several notorious 
gangs of outlaws, and has had at least six 
husbands, all of whom died in prison or in 
battling with the police.

By providing a bar- 
gain day matinée with two games for one 
admission against one on the west side, 
President Comiskey conveys the impression 
that he considered his attraction an inferior 
ohe and desired to strengthen it. Double 
headers are one of the worst features of 
baseball under any circumstances, because 
they do not appeal to any except the fans 

_ who are looking for bargains, but there has 
been no way found to avoid them, when 

' there are no open dates for postponed games. 
However, there is no excuse for them when 
there are no postponements or such postpone-' 
ments can be played on opendates. Reports 
were published during the week that Pitts- 
burg and Chicago would play a double header 
on the west side grounds today, and these 
rumors may account for Comiskey’s putting 
on a double-counter attraction; but the re- 
ports proved baseless and should have been 
run down before they were accepted as facts, 

By their work during the last week both 

local teams have strengthened their claims 
to permanent first division honors, although 
the Colts have had little to worry about on 
that score for some moons. There are only 
four clubs in the Nationa! league which de- 
mand recognition among the first four, so 
there is small danger of any of the present 
four leaders dropping below fourth place or 
of any of the four tailenders climbing above 
Sith. It woald require practically the 
wrecking of some outfit by injury to upset 
the present alignment so completely. In 
the American league there are five or six 
clubs which cannot yet be counted out of the 
first flight for the season, and even Detroit 
has been playing with a renewed courage 
which forbids relegating the Tigers to 
seventh place for keeps.

The 
mountain toll road is.nearly eight miles 
long, winds around the mountain, and finally 
lands the driver at the Summit house, nearly 
7,000 feet above sea level. The toll road is 
operated under a rigid state charter, but 
the owners have kindly agreed to keep all 


of the contests; but no more automobiling 
will be allowed over the road in 1904. The 
road was built by the Mount Washington 
Summit road company at an expense of over 
$40,000, and is a good average country road. 
Tally-ho coaches descend the mountain from 
the summit in the summer, the trip being one 
of the most charming imaginable. The 


couches are drawn up without passengers 


and make their return trip freighted.

African Juju a Hoodoo. 

A western Africa juju is believed by many 
of the relatives and friends of the late Presi- 
dent Sadi-Carnot of France to have exercised 
an influence upon his destiny quite as fatal 
as that of the mummied high priest upon 
the lot of Walter Ingram. These jujues are 
wooden or stone monstrosities, which are be- 
lieved by the natives all along the west coast 
of Africa and‘far away into the interior of 

possessed of super- 
natural powers of evil. Even white people 
who have lived on the west coast are unable 
to divest themselves of a certain.ill-defined 
uncanny feeling wigh regard to these hideous 
idols, and have hair raising and blood curd- 
ling stories to. tell of the mysterious malef- 
icence with which they seem to be endowed, 
insisting that whereas they may be de 
stroyed with impunity, any white person w 
carries them off, retains on th 
or merély mutilates them, . will surely be 
overtaken by disaster. 


Carnot Gets.a Juju and Dies. . 

The traveler and explorer Le Bon ridiculed 
these tales amd on returning:to France took 
along with him a particularly hideous wood- 
en juju as a.scuvenir of his wanderings for 
his friend, President Carnot. The latter set 
it up in his workroom:at the Hlysée palace, 
and two months afterwards ‘was assassina- 
ted by’ Cesario‘at Lyons. 

His widow, the late Mme. Carnot, was one 
of the most I¢arned, level headed, and sensi- 
ble women that I have ever known, the last 
woman in the world, in fact, whom one 
would have imagined capable of according 


any attention to superstitions concerning in- ° 


animate objects. Yet so inbumed did she be- 
come with the conviction that the possession 
of thie African juju had in some way con- 
tributed to the tragic death of her husband 
that she insisted on: its being destroyed a 
considerable time before her own demise. 


Death with Opal Ring. 

Stories such as‘\¢he one told of President 
Carnot’s juju havé their counterpart at al- 
most every court of Europe. Thus the wid- 
owed empress of Russia when, toward the 
close of 1897, she was looking through the 
drawers of a desk that had only occasion- 
ally been used by her husband, she happened 
to find @ peculiar looking ring, consisting of 
a heavy band of gold, in the center of which 


was set an extraordinarily beautiful opal, }. 


flanked by two diamonds of the finest water. 
It was contained In an envelope on which 
Alexander III. had written that the ring wae 
one which had been worn by his father on the 
little finger of his left hand. When that un- 
fortunate sovereign was blown to pieces by 
the nitroglycerin bombs of the nithilists in 
1881 his entire left hand was shattered with 
the little finger, which re- 
mained intact with this ring on it, the rings 
worn on the third finger being completely de- 
stroyed. Alexander III. took it from his 
father’s torn and mangled hand, placed it in 
the envelope and hid it away in the drawer, 
where it was found by his widow after his 
death. 

Empress Marie, not thinking that there was 
any ill luck attached to the ring, took it with 
her to Copenhagen on the occasion of her 


next visit to Denmark in the spring of 1808, 
and left it there In charge of her mother, 


who dled in the same year, Finding t among 


th ot tho dead queen of Denmark 


the mpredy took {t back with her 10 
and presented It to her second son, George, 


whose sudden death a short tlme afterwards 
quite alone by a roadalde, near Tl tn th

Many more stories of the same character 
could be told. But those just noted, while 
they may fail to convince, will at any rate 
serve to account for the 
superstition attaching to the mysterious 
and apparently supernatural property per- 
taining to certain inanimate articles, and 
I may add that so widespread is the belief, 
even in this country, that books printed here 
dealing with the cult of occultism, which 
has so many followers én the United States, 
actually insist that evil is derived from the

HE most unprincipled lot of men in this community

Between slight acquaintances reticence is a decency. The man who, 
seeing you for the first time in a train, going to Margate or elsewhere, tells 
you that his wife wears false teeth, or that his daughter had four proposals 
before she was out of the schoolroom, cannot be credited. with delicacy. 
One does not know how to receive such unholy confidences. I remember 


once staying in a Swiss hotel, and standing one morning in the hall, when - 


an elderly gentleman with white hair—that ought to have known better— 
a total stranger to me, approached and remarked: “ You'll never guess, 
sir, what_my wife does of a morning when she’s brushing her hair.” I 
agreed with his statement, whereupon he rejoined: “She often sneezes, 
sir, a matter of a dozen to fifteen times.” I should have condoled, but a 
note of triumph in his voice made me doubtful whether that would, in his 
case, be the proper course to pursue, and I therefore took refuge in 
“ Very remarkable!” and fled forth to the adjacent Alps. 
- People of this type make life startling; but they can ‘hardly be said 
to make it pleasant. 
On the other hand, the abnormally reserved, who are disposed to make 
a secret of everything, turn existence into a kind of sad game in the dark, 
a game in which there is seeking but no finding.

No respectable man would engage in the business. The calling of a 
highwayman is decent in comparison. The latter only takes wh&t you 
have upon your person. The assignment of salary shark takes all you can 
earn above a bare subsistence for months and years to come. The high- 
wayman often needs tlie money. The assignment of salary shark is gen- 
erally a smug capitalist, who dresses in purple and fine linen, lives on some 
boulevard, and frequently occupies a front pew in some church. 

Since the recent decision of the Supreme court of this state nothing 
stands in the way of the assignment of salary shark’s rapacity and voracity.. 

In some particulars the case that was appealed was remarkable. Mal- 
lin, the debtor, was an employé of'‘Armour & Co. or a loan at grossly 
usurious rates he assigned his wages to be earned from Armour & Co. or 
any other employer for the period of ten years, and afterwards went into 
bankruptcy and received his discharge as a bankrupt.

O those who believe that all women are 
good there is no sadder spectacle than 
a glimpse into the Interior of the wom- 

@n’s ward in the city jail, where the 
police matron holds full sway and in 

spite of her better judgment sympathizes 

with the poor wretches under her charge. 

. The path of the police matron’s life is 

strewn with more thorns than roses. She 

deals with the scum of society, the dregs of 
the earth. The larger part of her time is 
spent In their companionship, truly a dark 
and gloomy sphere of labor, and yet not alto- 

gether a thankless task. . 

Women make queer prisoners. No matter 
how low they may be, they recognize that the 
matron is but carrying out the duties of her 
position, and she comes in for only a little 
share of their abuse. That ts-reserved for 


If there is anything in the old saying that 
e’s ears burn when some one talks 
about them, how the policemen’s ears must 
sizzle. All the epithets and. slanderous ad- 
jectives in the English language would be 
as the soft answer which turneth away wrath 
compared with the monstrous abuse which is 
heaped upon the policeman by these unfor- 
tunates. He is the one who has brought 
them to disgrace and thrust them behind 
goed bars. Nothing is too bad to be said. 


Woman Feels Her Disgrace. 


When a man Is arrested he takes his arrest 
philosophically, and while not entirely de- 
vold of the feeling of resentment against the 
arresting officer, he usually know’ where 
the biame lies. and serves his sentence in 
sullen silence. But a woman feels jer dis- 
grace more keenly, no matter what her sta- 
tion in life. 

For this reason a woman in jail is pos- 
sessed of a mania to take her own life. She 
tries it in a dozen ways. She will tear her 
bed clothes into strips and bind them around 
her néck in a desperate effort to strangle 
herself. Again, if deprived of every possible 
means for self-extermination, she will de- 
liberately pound her head against the hard 
floor or endeavor to bat out her brains on 
the iron bars until she falls bleeding and 
senseless. 

It is the matron’s business to prevent a 
suicide, but sometimes the prisoner’s cun- 
ning outwits the matron’s vigilant eye, and 
she will take a dose of morphine which she 
has secured in some unknown way, and 
which was not detected while she was being 
searched. | 
_ Several years ago a woman who was known 
as “ Big Ella ” committed suicide by putting 
a billet through her heart. How she gota 
revolver nobody ever khew. Morphine poi- 
soning has occurred several times in the jail, 
but usually it was discovered in time to 
counteract the effect of the drug. 


Drunk but Sentimental. 


A drunken woman is usually the occupant 
of a cell in the woman's ward. Were it not 
for the sorrow that one feels for her there 
would be something almost amusing in the 
ravings of a woman who is crazed with 
alcohol, 

There are few humorous incidents in the 
woman's ward. Some timeagoa woman was 
sentenced to thirty days in jail. It happened 


as a witness. He was given quarters in the 
jail with the privilege of walking around.

A warm friendship sprang up between the

The Young Man in Medicine. 
By Dr. Oscar A, King, 


and Professor of Neurology, Psychiatry, and Clinical 
Medicine, College of Physicians and Surgeons. 


Considering the doctor and 
his patient today, the one 
striking feature of change 
from a generation ago is the 
public’s attitude toward the 
physician's fees. I recall a 
story told me by a builder 
several years ago concerning 
one of the oldest and best 
known physicians of early 
Chicago. While the builder 
worked on thé house which 
the physician occupied at the 


the conversations with ref- 
erence to bills. “ Well,” was 
the oft repeated answer of 
the doctor, “if I charge you 
anything at all, I shall have 
to charge you $1.” 
Look at the significance of 
the answer. It was not that 
was trying to make it easy 
for his patient at 4a; it was that the 
doctor did not intend to be put in the cate- 
gory with the 50 cent doctors who at that 
time were almost universal in the practice 
in Chicago. Today a physician of the same 
relative standing as thie pioneer at that time 


‘would put the fee at $10 and not a thought 
would be expressed that it was too high. 


I recall that this physician always had in- 
tolerance for the specialist, and especially 
for the oculist, as he treated eyes himself. 
He had been treating the eyes of a man fora 
long time and this man finally went to an 
oculist, who was more successful in the 
treatment. When ft came to a bill the oculist 
said $5. 
his chair, saying that Dr. Soaridso would 
have charged him only $1. “ Well,” was the 
specialist's answer, “‘ Dr. Soandso is a care- 
ful, conscientious man, and if he charged you 
only $1, I'm sure that was all it was worth.” 

Today there is a better understanding be- 


tween the physician and his patients. They 


come to him before they are sick enough for 
bed. Prevention of sickness is regarded now 
as worth even more than getting a man out 
allowed himself to go too 
far. 
' So far as specializing in medicine and sur- 
gery is concerned, it is not new; the seed of 
it goes back a million years, when all man’s 
sensibilities were in his skin. As man has 
developed and as one motor center in the 
brain has been discovered as controlling 
speech and another as prompting the move- 
ment of the arm, so the physician and surgeon 
specialists have been evolved. | : 

The specialist has been looked on as usurp- 
ing the practice of the general physician. In 
a measure he does, but again the specialist’s 


fee is paid jn addition to the fees of the family 


doctor. For example, it is the family doctor 
ordinarily who calls the patient’? attention 
to the need of consulting a specialist. Should 
the patient go to the nearest big city for 
treatment or for an operation, he goes back 
home before it is over, and his family doctor 
again has him in charge.: In this way the 
specialist has not hurt the general practi- 
tioner. -

bent for the most part upon the mak- 
ing of livelihoods. Battles have been fought 
all over the world’s map that have not num, 
bered the dead that were counted in the Iro- 
quoié fire, where hundreds were gathered for 
mere pleasure. In round numbers, ten acci- 
dental deaths every day in the year are 
brought to the. duty of the coroner and his 
jury. An average of almost. two a day of 

are suicides; the remaining seven and 
a fraction of human lives are ground out 
each day in the millings of the great hive of 
industry into which Chicago hes grown. 
“Is it peace or war? Better. war—loud war 
by land and by sea— 
War with a thousand battles and shaking 
a hundred thrones.”’ 

Of the 8,194 accidental deaths passed upon 
by the coroner in 1908 in Chicago that great 
division of labor which has come to be classed 
into “laborers” bore the. brunt of the rav- 
ages of death, 783 of them having life snuffed 
out at almost a moment's notice, Just how 
many of these laborers housed in the sweat- 
shops all the long day, and lodged in the in- 
sanitary holes and dens of a great slum sec- 
through the night, become as certainly 
the victims of laborious peace, scarcely may 
be guessed at. But as surely thousands of 
these are no less the victims of peace than 
are those facing the dangers of dangerous 0c- 


cupations—thousands Raving no stimulus of . 


the heroic as they bend to the work which 


‘brings them only the bread and butter of 


life. 
Peace Feeds on Lives. _ 
It is one of the arraignments of the highest 


. types of industrial peace that, as this peace 


grows, it feeds upon the lives of those of 
whom it exacts that they. work for it in 
perilous places. It hardly will be questioned 
that the automobile is killing and maiming 
hundreds every year where the ox team of 
half a century ago maimed its half dozens. 
The sinking of one of the big Atlantic liners 
of the present day means more inthe loss 
of human lives than the wrecking of a fleet 
of sailing vessels in the beginning of the 
nineteenth century. 
Taking the physical Chicago of today, it 
demands the execution of necessities which 
as surely take heavy toll of fite as ever war 
could exact. There is not a day in the 
calendar when the stegm railroads do not 
take a life within the city limits. There is 


scarcely a day when the surface: lines of . 


street railways do not claim avictim. There 
is scarcely a modern building in the down- 
town district that did not take the toll of 
a life in its building, while in, the conduct of 
these great centers of industrial life—some 


of them having the population of a city of: 


considerable size housed within—they pre- 
gent the ever possible element of danger to 
those within and to those without.

- Die on Way to Work. 
Merely in coming down to its every day 


work Chicago presents its community dan- 
gers to every one, whether he be coming to 


the safest or the most dangerous of em- « 
ployments. Looking at the track of a steam 


railroad or at the tracks of a surface street 
railway ifhe, it seems to have few possibili- 
ties of death to the average citizen crossing 
it. But in the last year 120 people were 
killed on the tracks of the street railways, 
and of the total of 859 killed by the steam 
roads 175 were on crossings, while 76 were 
walking on the tracks, 

But in coming te his ‘work not only do 
transportation lines menace, but the traffic 
of the streets, both upon the sidewalk and 
upon the roadway, is to be guarded against. 
A three horse wagon loaded with 10,000 
pounds of coal, going at a swinging walk ina 
crowded street, menaces beyond the powers 
of an automobile at-a ten mileclip. Slipping 


in between a pair of heavy trucks piled high | 


with heavy pieces of protruding machinery, 
furniture, or boxes of merchandise is a risk

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Peril from Roofs. | 
The other day in State street a chair fall- 
ing from the ninth story of a) skyscraper 
came as near killing a-young woman as such 
an accident could come and yet fail. From 


a thousand cornices and window ledges éf 


the older buildings are stones or ornamental 
work of the older type; menacing hundreds 
of thousands of pedestrians every day in 
the congested downtown Chicago. hun- 
dred window ‘washers, careless of the city 
ordinances and of their own well being, are 
perched 100 to 250 feet above the pavements, 
a peril that is ever present to the people 
walking aimlessly and as unconsciously as 
ants below. 

The steeple climber, going to his work with 
the consciousness of his immuntty from the 
nervous strain of the sense of distance, car- 
ries with him{in his work the suggestion of 
one of the dangerous-callings of modern life. 
So his calling is when something goes wrong, 
menacing both himself and the pedestrian’ 
who may be in the street below. But how- 
eyer his melodramatic death may strike 
home to the public imagination. when for 


‘gome reason he loses his hold and falls; his 


numbers in a city and the clearness of his 
head and eye, and the certainty that is in 
his trained hands and feet are combined to 
reduce the coroner’s report on such acci- 
dents almost to nothing.’ 


Hundreds Witness Death. 
- But when the steeple Jack’s experience has. 
come to him, it is of a character to bring the 
blood thrilling to the ears of the onlooker 
or to the listener to the tale. As, for in- 
stance, the story of a steeple climber a few 
years ago who was working nearly 200 feet 
in air upon the tip of the roof comb of a 
north side church. A hundred spectators 
were standing on curbstones below, watching 
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of it all. With his pincers he dug into 
roof material, slowly swung to his,side, to 
dragged himself to the comb of the roof 
again. In an hour he was at work. again. 
The reason? It was his one means of secur- 


ing a divelihood. 


Steeple Climber’s Danger. 

This is one of the horrors of the life of the 
steeple climber in. Chicago, and {it stirs the 
blood. But taking it as one of the occupa- 
tions of danger which bring bread to the 
family of the workingman in the city’s life 
of every day, it has no comparison with the 
life of the railway switchman in the iron 
griddies upon which hundreds of lives a year 
Are sacrificed. Sixty-one switchmen met 
death between these rails last year. Half a 
dozen of these victims met that death of 
deaths in the switchman’s me of chance, 
standing with a foot pinched into a frog be- 
yond’ his power to pull it out and waiting 
until the wheels should be upon him and 
grind out his life. Compared to his risks, 
only sixteen conductors, twenty-six engi- 
neers, six brakemen, and twelve flagmen 
were killed in the year—figures which go to 
show that the life of the switchman in the 
railroad yards of Chicago is one of the most 
hazardous in the world. AS

' Promptly the workman decided to go after 
the hat, and as promptly he went, carefully, 
but. to the consternation of ‘ail -those who 
‘looked on. Suddenly he slipped; swung half 
way around, struggled for a second, and, to 
the horror of those in the street, began to 


slide head downward to the eaves, from 


which he would plunge to certain death. 


But-in some way scarcely known to himself 


his body caught on the roof as he slid, face 
up to the summer sky. As he described the 


sensations, he was dazed, with a conscious _ 


ness as if the whole world had turned upside 
down, the floating clouds turning blood red, 
and himself wondering vaguely at the cause 


month. These, however, wéere.not more 
than a suggestion of the numbers of the 
craft who died from the slow poison of the 
paint fumes, which wrecks the lungs of any 
man who stays long enough at the work. 
Likewise the fourteen musicians who met 
violent deaths in the year are‘a bagatelle 


compared to the scores who died of lung trou-. 


bles brought on by the overstraining of the 
lungs in blowing wind instruments. Of these 


men dying from causes incident to their — 


work, their numbers exceed the proportion- 
ate death rate of the laborer by nearly three 
to one. |

Killing Nervous Strain. 
.Danger? It is the ever present hand- 


maiden to industry. It becomes a certainty 


no more to be reckoned with in the work of 
the day than is the certainty of death as the 
end. of all life. But this danger numbers 
more than its dead victims and its injured. 

Nervous systems that will not accommodate 
themselves to the strain give out at last, and 
from the ranks of these nerveless ones come 
the ‘‘ white wings ’’ man in the street,. the 
cabman on the box, the street car man, and 
the watchman in the deserted building or at 
the railroad crossing of danger. . “

“Rest? Why, work never killed any one,” 
replied Mr. Netcher. “ Bad habits are what 
take men away. It is work that makes life 
worth living.” 

In this terse observation is to be found 
the real secret of Charles Netcher’s success. 
If you ask any man, who was associated 
“with him in a business way, to name the pre- 

@ominating characteristic that earried him 
ever and across the obstacles of a life which 
was none too promising at the outset, he 
welll -tell you that Mr. Netcher succeeded 
because he knew no such thing as time and 
because he believed that the ability to work 
was a Ddlessing. Work, work, work. That 
was what he did from the day, when at the 


ege of 12 he began carrying bundles in the 


store of C. W. & E. Pardridge in Buffalo, 
W.-Y. Im fact, it was all he did. He never 
looked at the clock. The closing hour meant 
nothing to him. He maintained that a day's 
work ended when there was nothing more 
to-do. And he lived up to this principle to 
the.day of his death. Almost his last hours 
were spent in the office from which he had 
guided his efforts to success, and he passed 


“away with the motto “ achievement” em- 


blazoned upon his-life’s work. 

Mr.. Netcher*was a man of strong, un- 
swerving, impeccable personality. He was

His mind appeared 
always to be made up, and when once he 
set out to accomplish anything it was as 
good as done. He was a man of few words, 
but an incessant thinker, and his capacily 
for work seemed unlimited.”

Hard Work; Small Pay. 

The business career of the bundle boy who 
climbed to the top of the ladder and left 
an estate estimated at $3,000,000 really be- 
gan in 1873. From the time he began work 
for C. W. & E. Pardridge, Mr. Netcher’s rise 
was continuous. He went from position to 
position, always stepping a little higher with 
each change. And yet he never received 
what In these days would be regarded as a 
big salary. Until he was given a working in- 
terest in the firm he never had drawn more 
than $25 a week. Yet he managed to save a 


considerable sum. One of his rules of living 


was, to spend much less than he made. He 
allowed himself nothing for luxuries, and 
reduced necessities to a minimum basis. 


For years he was extremely fond of smoking. 


During the day he never would'touch a cigar, 
but after business hours when he was alone 
working in the evening he smoked almost 
constantly. One night hé came to the con- 
clusion that smoking was injuring his health 
quit,” 
he told a business companion. And from that 


' time to the day of his death he did not touch 


a cigar. Instead of smoking he ate fruit. 
* It is just as satisfying, and I know it doesn’ 
injure my health,”’ he observed\ 
It was in 1873 that Mr. Netcher began to 
accomplish really great things. In that year 
he was given an interest in the business of the 
firm. In fact, he was started out for himself, 
with the understanding that he was to receive 
in addition to his salary 10 per cent ef the 
profits. His name was placed above the 
door, but to this he objected.

As to the chances for the young man in 
this business, we have passed a dozen cash 
boys from that place of starting on up until 
they have become heads of departments or 
superintendents. It has depended on the 
boys, of course. They may have had small 
opportunity for education, but they have 
profited by the things they learned in a 
businesS&way. At the present moment we 
have cash boys who are moving up the lad- 
der. - Their first promotions usually are to 
the stock in the wholesale department, and 
from there they come through to the posi- 
tions of retail salesmen and to department 
heads. 

Considering the position of the clerk with 
reference to success, it is a fact that the big 
stores make more positions for successful 
men than otherwise would be. When a 
man has made a success, which is only one 
of the many necessary to the conduct. of a 
great business, he is the resident of a great 
city, where the best advantages are offered 
his family, while his salary is frequently 
beyond the profits which he might hope for 
in a private businéss of his own. There is 
more money spending and to be spent than 
ever before, and with reference to the future ' 
he is not relinquishing one chance that he 
deserves toward the establishment of the 
great business house and houses of the 
future.

The minister’s work of today is not in 
It is becoming 
. more complex. It is no longer a message to 


process of simplification... 


the individual; it is a message to society. 
The growing complexity of society means a 
growing complexity in the adaptation of the 


gospel he preaches, It means also.a grow- 


ing complexity in the forms of church work. 
The church of today must multiply its forms 
of service indefinitely if it is to succeed.in 
meeting the needs of the community. 


“ Sensationalism ” is one way of attracting > 


the crowd, but it is miserably cheap. The 
ministerial quack ’’ will make use of it— 
nobody else will. The serious minister aims 


‘at good character and right living. Theseare 


not the products of sensationalism; they are 
the products of thoughtful views of the mean- 
ing and end of life. The constituency to 
which “ sensationalism,’ revivalistic or oth- 
erwise, appeals is decreasing rapidly as a 
result of modern education. The demand of 
the day is for a moral and relatively profit- 
able religion. Hence the demand upon the 
minister to meet these conditions intellec- 


tually, morally, and spiritually is becoming 


more intense. 


Young men of ability are not entering the 
ministry now in such large numbers as they 


used to. About twenty years ago the most 
brilliant graduates of Edinburg university 
entered the ministry. The numbers have 


now fallen off. nearly one-half. In recent 
years, however, the creeds of the Scottish 
churches have been broadened and their 


standards of scholarship have been raised. 


The number of students has not increased. 
much, but the quality of the student body is 


vastly improved. 


In this country as yet there is not only a 


falling off in number, but there is also a fall- 


ing off in quality.

the: United States send few men into the 
ministry, and that number is diminishing. 
Princeton used to send twenty or thirty of 
her best graduates into the Presbyterian 
ministry every year; she now sends only five 
or six. Yale and Harvard show similar re- 
sults. The great state universities have few 
candidates for the ministry. 
The reason is simple. The great universi- 
ties write over their doors: Think out your 
thoughts to their legitimate conclusion.” 
Most of our seminaries write over their 
doors: “ All thought abandon, ye who enter 
here.”” The antagonism between the spirit 
and principles of research in our great uni- 


versities and the spirit and principles of re- 


search in many of our theological seminaries 
is deadly. The minister of today comes from 
the small college. | 

There is, of course, the modern spirit of 
commercialism to be reckoned with. Its 


ideal is money, worldly position, and power. 
These are not to be had in the church, and 


those who would seek them there have no 
place in the church. But it fs sad that so 
many whose only ambition is to serve men 
and glorify God are compelled to go into 
different forms of social settlement work 
when their services under better conditions 
would be so much more effective if rendered 
through the church. The man of good heart 
and strong brain wants to serve, but he 
would rather serve in education, journalism, 


or,settlement work and be free than toserve’ 


in the church and be fettered. 

His ideas of bondage in the church, I think, 
are exaggerated. There is freedom in the 
church, and it is growing. But there are two 


immediate necessities before most of our 


seminaries: (1) We must raise our standards 


and appeal to the best men in all our col- 


leges; (2) and we must let it be known that 


the great purpose of a theological seminary 


is neither to defend the faith nor destroy the 


traditions, but to discover and to declare the | 
truth.

Clear Ideas Required. | 
Then in any particular undertaking you 


~ must have a clear idea of what is required 


to bring success. You must understand the 
work to be done. No half baked ideas, no 
lazy vagueness in your idea of what you 
are doing will bring success. 

Perfect confidence is based then on know!l- 
edge—underetanding. You must have a com- 
plete understanding of the work you under- 
take; you must know yourself and the world 
and its standatds of excellence. 

After understanding, what does confidence 
grow on? ‘Knowledge of work well done; 
knowledge that nothing that has left your 
bands is skimped, glossed over, or shoddy; 
knowledge that you have done your best, 
and that your best meets every requirement 
of the standard. Here is steadiness, calm- 
ness, tranquillity. Now, you may say with 
the philosopher: “‘ Everything which is in 
any way beautiful is beautiful in itself, and 
terminates in itself, not having praise as a 
part of itself. Neither worse, then, nor bet- 
ter is a thing made by being praised. That 
which is really beautiful has no need of 
anything; not more than law; not more than 
truth; net more than benevolence or mod- 
esty. Which of these things is beautiful be- 
cause ft is praised? Is such a thing as an 
emerald worse than it was if it is not

At. the same time this may be incidental 
only. One of the chief causes, as this off- 
cial sees it, is the rapid development of the 
gambling spirft among nearly every class of 
men.

tremendous when they do occur. 
These types are passing, however. The 
bonding of men in the surety companies {fs 
growing steadily, and in spite of the losses 
that sometimes foot half a million dollars at 
a stroke these companies are paying divi- 
dends. It is one of the saving graces of the 
dishonest that the number of those stealing 
less than $500 is greatly under those steal- 
ing more-than that sum. In one of the big 
companie’, within three years, 180 claims 
have been made for sums above $500, while 
only twenty losses have been settled under 
that sum. -Again, too, the surety company 
assumes a position of absolute independence 
of action with reference to taking or not tak- 
ing a risk. In the first place it may have sent 
out a startling set of leading questions to a 
dozen of the friends and business acquaint- 
ances of the candidate, and it may have 
exacted of him in his candidacy a physical 
description almost rivaling the famous Ber- 
tillon measurements. But when all of these 
are in the company’s agent making inquiries 
on the quiet and along the company’s own 
lines may turn the last.of thesé catalogued 
answers down and refuse the policy.

acter, on whom I would like to have dwelt 
at some length, but though the uncle was ap 
able man, and though the boy was studious, 
the result (partly because educational meth- 
ods were so bad in those far off days) was 
mot satisfactory. Here is Spencer's own 
up in his autobiography: 

“ Intellectually I had profited much. A fair 
amount of mathematics had been acquired; 
amd the accompanying discipline had 
strengthened my reasoning powers. In the 
acquisition of languages but trifling success 
had been achieved; in French nothing beyond 
the early part of the grammar and a few 
pages of a phrase book; in Greek a little 
grammar, I suppose, and such knowledge as 
resulted from rendering into Wnglish a few 
chapters of the New Testament; and in Latin 
some smal] ability to translate the easy books 
given to beginners—always, however, with 
more or less of blundering. Education at 
Hinton was not wideinitsrange. No history 
was read; there was no culture in general 
literature; nor had the concrete sciences any 
place in our course. Poetry and fiction were 
left out entirely.’’ 

* 
Hostility to the Classics. 

This, it will be seen, is not hopeful. Whuile 
I share to the full Spencer’s hostility to clas- 
sical education, 1 regret that in his case it 
was not either more successful or varied by 
some other form of literary study. Though 


I have always regarded his style as a model’ 


of lucidity, vigor, and simplicity, I am forced 
by some of his criticiems to the view that he 
had Nttle of the true Mterary sense. The re- 
marks which he makes about Homer and 
Plato are proof of this, I need only give the 
remarks about Plato: 

“ Time after time I have attempted to read, 
now this dialogue and now that, and I have 
put it down in a state of impatience with the 
indefiniteness of the thinking and the mistak- 
ing of words for things, being repelled also 
by the rambling form of the argument. Once 


‘+ when I was talking on this matter to a 


classical scholar, he said, ‘ Yes, but as works 
of art they are well worth reading.’ 680 
when I again took up the dialogues 1 contem- 
plated them as works of and put them 
in greater exasperation ever. ... 
There is more dramatic propriety in the con- 
versations of our third rate novelists.”’ 
* . 


Couldn't Appreciate Plato, 


« Who that remembers the beautiful dialogue 


of Pheedo, among many others, and the dv- 
scription of the last hours $f Socrates, will 
subscribe to this opinion? Such a criticism 
proves that Herbert Spencer stopped short 
at a certain point, notwithstanding his enor- 
mous gifts. It is also to be noted in this de- 
gseription of bis early studies that history 
and general literature were not included in 
his curriculum. Whenever he is brought 
face to face with history, he refuses to look 
at it. When he goes to Rome, for instance, 
he takes care to let us know how HNttle he 
was interested in that wondrous mausoleum 
of dead epochs and civilizations, of tremen- 
dous and immortal personalities. Here is 
what he says: 

‘ Something ike a fortnight was speht 
Rome with much interest, though probably 
not with so great an interest as that felt by 
most; for in me there were few of the his- 


‘torical associations. What Romen history 


I had read in my boyhood had left but faint 
traces in my memory. Even if it had left 
clear images I doubt whether my appreciation

getting into manhood at 


of the things seen would have been much 
emhanced. .. . I looked with uninterested 
eyes on many things in ltaly which are ex- 
tremely interesting to those familiar with the 
incidents they are connected with.”’ 
One can fully sympathize with the funda- 
mental idea of Herbert Spencer that it fe The 
sociology of history, and not its personalities, 
which ought to be regarded as most impor- 
tant; but surely that doee not exclude the 
idea that the personalities of history have 
also their rightful claim to attention and in- 
terest. The movements of men in the mass 
are the really important thing so: far as 
society is concerned; but is there not also” 
gomething to interest and te instruct in the 
study of individual human character—in the 
conflicts of ambitions; emotions, destinies, 
which make up the personality of history? 
. 


“Utility of Day Dreaming. 


It ts something of a relief—and something, 


perhaps, even of a surprise, after this ap- 
par @iy orude and brutal view of history and 
literaiure to which I have just alluded—to 
find that Herbert Spencer had great faith 
in the utility of day dreaming. In this re- 
spect he wae of the same opinion as Ma- 
caulay. Here is a curious little bit of self- 
portraiture in this respect: 

“I was in beyhood extremely prone to 
éastie building, a habit which continued 
throughout youth and into mature Iife, 
finally passing, 1 suppose, into the dwelling 
on schemes more or less practicable. . . - 
Often these dreams, becoming literally 
day dreams, quite filled my consciousness 


when walking. Even in the streets my state — 


of a tion was such that I occasionally 


‘talked aloud as I went along, a fact of which 


I was from time to time made aware by 
people who turned to look at me. But the 
strangest instance exhibiting such absorp- 
tion was this: 1 had been sent into the town 
on some commission; got as usual into a train 
of imaginary adventures; walked through the 
main streets ind suburbs into the country 
on the other side of the town; eventually 
came to myself and remembered what I had 
been sent out for; turned round and walked 
back through the town; and arrived at the 
door of our house before again coming to 
myself and again recalling my errand. 1 
believe it is a general belief that castle 
building is detrimental; put I am by no 
means sure that this is so. In moderation 1 
regard it as beneficial. It isa play of the 
constructive imagination, and without con- 
structive imagination there can be no high 
achievement.

Spencer's First Work. 
As is known, Herbert 
yme as an engineer. e@

Indeed, when I 
look back on all the circumstances, when I 
recall the fact that at my best I could only 
work three hours daily, when I remember 
that besides having wot unfrequentiy to cut 


‘short my mornings, I from time to time had 


a serious relapse, 1 am obliged to admit that 
to any unconcerned bystander. my project 
must have seemed almost insane. To think 
that an amount of mental exertion. great 
enough to tax the enprgles of one in full 
health and vigor, and at his ease in respect 
of means, should be undertaken by one who, 
having only precarious resources, had become 
so far a nervous invalid that he could not 
with any certainty count upon his powers 
from one twenty-four hotrs to another!”

Working Under Difficulties. 
Spencer certainly does not exaggerate 


‘when he speaks of his means being precart- 


ous; they consisted of a small sum he had 
saved, and of something under £200 a year— 
perhaps even under £150—which was re- 
ceived from the 400 or 500 gentlemen who 
promised to subseribe for the books as they 


‘appeared. But all the promises were not 


kept, and several times Spencer had to face 
the prospect of dropping his life work in 
the midst of it. At one time he was rescued 
from this disastrous fate by a legacy from ap 


uncle; at another a timely subscription from 


America—which was the first to*recognize 
him—came to his reliéf. But how weary, 
trying, and anxious the work must have 
been will be segn from the statement He 
made in 1865: 
“Tt turns out that since 1852 I have sunk 
nearly £1,100 in writing and publishing books, 
and the amount will considerably exceed 
£1,100 by the time I have finished the volume 
now in progress." 

And then comes this comment on the sit- 
uation as it then was—there is beneath its 
restraint much heroism and much pathos.

ASED. on the ranching days of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in North Dakota, and 
utilizing the three cattle brands he 
registered twenty years ago as part 
of its design, the first of the cam-. 
paign buttons for 1904 has made its appear- 
ance. Besides a red steer wearing the three 
brands, it bears the inscription: “ Don’t Be 
a Maverick—Presidential Roundup Nov. 8, 
ot originator of this unique button was 
publisher of the Montana and Dakota brand 
books when Mr. Roosevelt’ had ranches in 


«that country, and among the thousands of 


brands registered in each book are the 
three used by the ranchman who became 
dent. One is an elkhorn, another a 


all three are still in use by the Ferris Bros. 
of Medora, N. D., to whom Mr. Roosevelt 
transferred his brands when he sold his. 
ranches to ther... 

Roosevelt had two ranches in the Bad 
Lands of Dakota. One was eight miles up 
the Little Missouri river from Medora. This 
was known as the Chimney Butte rajich, but. 

cowboys called jt the Maltese Cross 
ranch, .because all its cattle were branded 
with the cross, Thirty miles down the river 
from Medora was the Bikhorn ranch, also 
owned by Mr. Roosevelt. There were fine 
buildings on the Elkhorn, but the New York- 
er preferred to live on the Chimney Butte, 
although the house was a one story affair 
of jogs with three rooms, a kitchen, a living 
room, and a room for the owner and his 
ranch manager, Sylvane Ferris, who, with 
his brother, now owns the Roosevelt lands. 

Medora is not much of a town now, but 


it has a history. Twenty years ago the late 


marquis de Mores, who was killed in the 
Soudan by the Mahdists, established the 
town and named it after his wife, who, be- 
fore her marriage, was Medora von Hoffman 
of New York. Pretty nearly every one has 
heard of the schemes of the marquis. He 
was going to raise his own cattle, slaughter 
them in his. own. abattoir, and sell the meat 
in his own stores in every city in the land. 
He tried, he failed, and he left Medora. 
Roosevelt .had arrived in Dakota a year 
before the marquis and started in todo some 
reforming. The ‘bad men,’ who abounded 
thereabouts in those days, were just ready 
to kill him when De Mores wafted along and 


-monopoligzed all the attention. The French- 


man at once became as obnoxious to the cat- 


‘triangle, and the third a maltese cross,and tie thieves as the New Yorker, and the 


would-be killers concentrated upon him. 
But De Mores killed two of them ‘and 
wounded half a dozen more, making the first 
active move against the toughest gang of 
cattle thieves in the northwest, — 3 

After De Mores faded away some of the.

this time the father was ailing, and 75, and 


husband; that tardy recognition of her

It adds something to the sad- 
ness of the end of the story that his wife 
was never told, and never knew, that the 
partner, so trying and yet probably so loved, 
has passed beyond all power either of mak- 
ing her happy or miserable for ever more. 


* 
Worn Out In Old Age. 
And ultimately, when the task was ¢om- 
pleted, when the fame of Spencer was Eu- 
ropean and apparently destined to immor- 
Atality—when his fortune became easy and 
almost ample—what did it all-come to? 
When he was 78 years of age he writes: 

“My state of brain is now such that I 
am obliged to break the small amount of 
work. I do at short lengths: I @ictaté for 
ten minutes, then rest awhile; and, as I 
have observed-this morning (July 24, 1893), 
I do not usually repeat this process more than 
five times, making a total of fifty minutes. 
ee ‘Throughout the rest of the day the 
process of killing time has to be carried 
out as best it may. Walking has to be re- 
stricted to two or three hundred yards when 
at my best, end occasionally has to be given 
up altogether. . . Reading, even of the 
lightest kind, is almost as injurious as work- 
‘ing. . . . Soit is with conversation. When 
I am below my average this has to be given 


_ up altogether, and when at my. best has to 


be kept within narrow bouhds. ... Of 
course, this constitutional state, varying 
within wide limits, usually forbids social 
intercourse. I have not been at a soirée for 
these ten years, and only on a few occasions 
since 1882 have dared to dine out... . 
When in the United States in 1882 I went 
to a theater, but never since. 
Forty Years of Brain Work. 
“ Thus the waking hours have to be passed 
fn an unexciting, and, by implication, in an 
uninteresting way, lying on a sofa or loung- 
ing about, and, when the weathér ‘and place 
permit, as now, ‘sitting miuch in the open 
air, hearing and observing the birds, watch- 
ing the drifting clouds, listening to the sigh- 
ings of the wind through the trees, and let- 
ting my thoughts ramble in harmiess ways, 
avoiding as much as possible exciting sub- 
jects... . . Mt the day has been gone 
through with prudence, and:I have taken my 


dose.of opium (1% grains) at the right hour, , 


then, between. 10:80 and: perhaps 1, perhaps 
2, broken sleep is obtained—never continu- 
ous sleep. After that come hours ‘6f sleep- 
lessness, and tossing from side to side, most- 
ly followed, but sometimes not follewed, by, 
more broken sleep before the servant comes 
‘with my breakfast. ... Yet this state, 
to which I have brought myself by forty: 

ears of brain work ... Iam impelled'to! 
maintain by this desire to continue the task 
I have undertaken. | 
It is no wonder that. Spencer, having 
brought himself to this paés;“is impelled to 
‘ask whether the game is worth the candle. 
And it is not surprising either that his ver- 
dict should be this: “ Even should it hap- 
pen that, means and patience having suf- 
ficed, the goal is at length reached and ap- 
plause gained, there will come nothing like 
the delights hoped for. Of literary distinc- 
tion, as of so many other things which men 
pursue, it may be truly said that the game 
is not worth the candle. As contrasted with 
the aggregate of preceding pains, the 
achieved pleasure is insignificant.”” | 

Epitaph to Be Immortal. 

And finally comes this epitaph on his own 
philosophy, to which I have already alluded: 

“Thus religious creeds, which in one way 
or other occupy the sphere that rational] in- 
terpretation seeks to occupy and fails, and- 
fails the more the more it seeks, I have come 
to regard with a sympathy based on com- 
munity of need, feeling that dissent from 
them results from inability to accept the so- 
lutions offered, joined with the wish that 
solutions could be found.”’ 

The candor, the wistfulness of this pas- 
sage insures its immortality. It is one of 
those cries from the heart which haunt for- 


ever the ear of man.

It was the same with shooting. Mr. Roose- 
velt cannot see a dozen yards away Without 
his eyeglasses, but with them he cari do some 
fancy shooting that would win applause in a 
wild west show. He is not so good with a 
revolver, but in long range work with the 
rifle there is no man on the two ranches who 
can beat him. He is a goodman at wrestling 
and is handy with the gloves, being well up 
in all the tricks of both sports. In friendly 
bouts he has taken in some of the biggest 
men on the ranch and has show, that he is no 
tender chicken. 

These qualities won him the! respect of the 
community in which he was then Hving, and 
they were the only qualities that counted for 
much in ranch life. A man might be most 
estimable in many things, buit if he lacked 
courage and.couldn’t ride, sheot, or fight he

The drum- 
mer” made sales through 
good fellowship. He was a 
capital story teller, slapped 
his customers on the back, 
and trusted to luck for re- [Bee 
sults, Drumming then was jaa 
an occupation. Today it isa % 
profession. The science of 
selling goods is dark with 
mysterious and perplexing 
angles. Competition, fluctu- 
ating business conditions, 
and natural evolution have 
made it so, and the success- 
ful commercial traveler to- 
day, the man who commands 
a good salary and never is out 
of employment, is the one 
who reasons logically and in- 
jects sound business princi- 
ples Into his work, : 

Type That Has Vanished. 

Forty years ago, and perhaps more recent- 
ly than that, we hada type of “ drummer*’ 
which does not exist at the present time. The 
old timer rightfully belonged to his age. He 
pulted conditions. He worked during a peri- 
od when the commercial traveler was the 
village ideal, the mainstay of the excitement 
loving populace ofasmalltown, His coming 
‘was an event. The grocery store loafers 
laughed at his stories from one visit to the 
next. The youth of the village copied his 
style of dress and the romantically inclined 
young women paraded a beat in front of the 
town hotel and flirted with him out of.the 
corners of their eyes. It made no difference 
what he sold, so long as he was a drummer. 
He was sort of a rural tonic, and everybody 
was glad when he came to town. 

This idealistic existence was fine, for the 
drummer, and it was not an injustice to the 
firm he represented. Conditions were differ- 
ent in those days. Competition was not es- 
pecially brisk. Jobbing houses were con- 
fined to the large cities. A call once in thir- 
ty days was frequent enough to satisfy the 
demands of trade and insure the permanency 
of customers. The country merchant hadn't 


Mastered the fine art of close calculation. 


He was inclined to buy for the most part on 


friendship, and the drummer who told the 


best stories, handed out the most cigars, and 
proved especially solicitous in the matter of 
purchasing drinks,.if' the customer hap- 
pened to be a drinking man, was apt to get 
the order. Therefore the drummer of days 
gone by was not forced to do much close 
_ business reasoning. It was the “‘ good fel- 
low” who won out and came back from his 
_ trip with a satisfactory showing.

Traits Needed to Win. 
The successful commercial traveler of to- 
day, however, presents a different type- 
His work has been cut out for him and re- 
duced to a science. Hé must combine traits 
of good fellowship and the ability to win and 
hold friends with a thorough and complete 
knowledge of his business.

These changes in conditions perhaps.are 
due &s much to the attitude of the “ trade ”’ 
as to anything else.

There is no profession that--calls for. more 


from the men engaged in it than the work - 


of selling goods on the road. This is true of 
every line, and the statement applies to 
traveling men generally, from the small sal- 
aried salesman to the one who is worth 
$10,000 a yeartoanestablishment. 
The man who combines business judgment 
with diplomacy is the one who wins out to- 
day in the struggle to sell goods. A traveling 
salesman must of necessity be a” hale fellow 
well met.” He must be agreeable—in short, 
a “ good fellow,"* whom people like to meet. 
But he must ‘be a business man. It is 
the faculty of combining these two nec- 
essary traits and letting each help to do the 
work of the other that marks the successful 
salesman of today.

Perhaps the chiet responsibility’ falling 
upor the shoulders of the president of a 
railway system lies in the de 
Must Plan mands that are made upon 
for Years him in deciding and directing 
Ahead important bysiness and legal 
; policies tq be followed in the 
operation of the road. It is here that his 
knowledge of conditions and his familiarity 


with the needs and possibilities of the prop- 


erty imterests intrusted to his care prove 
bis value. An expenditure of millions of 
dollars may be involved, and years may be 
required to prove whether or not the judg- 
ment of the official was, correct, so, for this 
reason the putting through of such a deal 
means an endless amount of calculation ana 
the bringing into play of the sort of shrewd 
business reasoning that can command the 
high salaries railway presidents draw. This 
is one of the innumerable duties such offi- 


. clals perform to earn their pay, and it serves 


to illustrate the fact that the heads of 
great railway systems are not overpaid 
when the services they render are taken into 


account. 


Then there is the vital AR of ilieide 
tures, which is of no little consequence when 
the interests under the presi- 
dent’s control are scattered. Watches 
over hundreds of miles of ter- Varying 
ritory and governed by. all Conditions.

The mera observation of birds and insects 
enabled Prof. Steere to show that the main- 
land of Asia had never been connected with 
the. Philippine discoveries; such as the 
tamarou, a beast which did not exist in other 
parts of the world, showed that the Philip- 
pine animals had not‘arrived there by walk- 
ing from the mainland. From the insects 
and birds he learned that certain of the shal- 
low seas separating the islands had‘ once 
been dry land, and that they may again be- 
come terra firma. He traced these once 
great pathways by certain curious reappear- 
ances of the same species of birds and ani- 
mals on different islands. | 

The new theory of bird life, that only one 
species of a kind exists in the same place, 
was Prof, Steere’s. In seabound islands all 
over the world he first observed this law of 
nature., 

Prof. Steere has studied in person cannibal 
tribes unknown by white men, yet he turned 
aside from all this work to focus keen ob- 
servation and high attainments all upon the 
possibilities of American marsh land. Here 
on the old lake bed, as tn the wild forests, 
he is evolving the laws by which nature 
produces valuable crops of onions, celery, 
and lettuce. ge 

He is a rare combination of humdrum 
farmer and student. ° For hours he will kneel 
in the muck pulling weeds with his fingers, 
and then -will slip away to some corner of 
the field to become absorbed in a scientific 
book. Even the buildings on his onion patch 
are filled with the same contrasts between 
hard work and learning. The most weather 
beaten shed in miles about 4s filled with the 
Parest reptiles and birds of the Amazon.

Electric Furnace Perfected. 


| RACTICAL laboratory work in chem- 
ae istry Will be revolutionized, it is be. -

© fessor of analytical chemistry at 


Jotas Hopkins univeristy’ and adjunct ai- 
rector of the chemical! la tory. The fur- 
mace ig the result of long and hard work on 
the part of Prof. Morse;and his Invention is 
oné of the important scientific achievements 
of the year: 

Prof, Morse’s. furnace was shown before 
the chemical seminary at a recent meeting 
at the aniversiiy. He and his young assist- 


ant, Dr. J.C. W. Prager, were congratulated 


by President Remsen and the scientific fac- 
ulty, "to whom he spoke for an hour about the 
apparatus. 

Heretofore gas. has been the only source 
of heat. for experimental work in the chem!- 
cal idtiratory., “For a long time scientists 
have, been trying to devise some sort of 
economical electric heater. -That satisfac- 
tory resulta may be obtained in the heating 
necessary in laboratory practice four con- 
ditions must be satisfied: (1) The heat must 
be developed economically; (2) it must be.

Last week's market was of a comparative- 
ly quiet character, there being an absence 
of those especially important transactions 
which made the market of the two previous 
weeks of a notable character. The two 
transactions closed during those weeks, the 
sale of the Bryan block and the Selfridge 
& Co.’s building and leasehold interest, were 
the largest deals of the year. Coming so 
closely together as they did they attracted 
much attention to the ‘realty market, and 
will, it is believed, result in materially 
strengthening its tone. ; 

This may not be reflected in any imme 
diate transactions, and probably will not 
for the reason that deals of this magnitude 
are generally not closed without protracted 
negotiations. There is the additional rea- 
son that the midsummer period is near at 
hand, during which nearly all the large in- 
véstors dre absent from the city. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the two deals in ques- 
tion will stimulate the confidence of many 
investors who, for. various’ reasons, have 
been holding aloof from the market, with 
the result that decidedly improved condi- 
tions will prevail during the fall. Brokers 
generally do not look forward to material 
improvement before that time, and it is 
possible that the presidential election may 
cause some investors to hold back until 
the contest is settled, but the belief that 
President Roosevelt will succeed himself is 
so general that it is not believed the elec- 
tion will be a seriously disturbing factor. 


Investors Are Conservative. 


The confidence as to the good results to 
come from the two transactions referred to 
is based upon the belief that the eminently 
conservative character of the two purchasers, 
the Northern Trust company and Otto Young, 
together with the large realty investment of 
the latter during the last year, aggregating 
nearly $4,000,000, can hardly fail to draw 
the earnest attention of other larg®é in- 
vestors to Chicago realty investments. 

In such an event it is believed that much‘ 
capital will seek investments in this field 
for the reason that not for many years has

With this condition of affairs it has been 
the wonder of brokers that the investing 
public haS& not before this turned its back to 
the stock and bond market and put its money 
into real estate, where not only larger re- 
turns were to be had but absolute safety as 
well. The belief has prevailed for a consid- 
erable time that all that was needed to bring 
about a good general market was a begin- 
ning in the way of a few prominent investors 
entering the field. It has. been believed that 
such a movement would attract the attention 
of capital, in which event little doubt has 
been felt that much of it would seek invest- 
ment because of the splendid opportunities 
offered. 

Many think that this beginning has been 
made ithe operations of Mr. Young and 
the Northern Trust company.

license system can be extended, embracing many lines of business, and a wheel tax can 
be imposed for the maintenance of street pavements.

The city will be able to issue additional bonds upon 
an affirmative vote of citizens .on each issue, for the refunding of those maturing and for 
permanent improvements, so that money collected by direct taxation can be expended 
for street cleaning and lighting, police and fire protection, and other current municipal 
purposes. Our splendid park systems can be managed by one board instead of three, 
the members of which will be accountable to our own citizens, who are best able to judge 


of their fitness for the position, and not to the governor at the state capital. No one will : 


deny that home rule in this particular is most desirable. 

In. short, the amendment provides for a complete system of local municipal govern- 
ment for Chicago, embracing many other desirable features not so directly relating to 
real estate as those above mentioned. Sutely every thoughtful citizen, not only in the 
city but throughout the state, quickly will realize that constitutional provisions which 
work well in small cities, ‘villages, or the rural districts cannot apply to the large and 
densely populated city. Around 27 per :ent of the population of Illinois is within the limits 
of the city of Chicago, and I firmly believe the other 73 per cent have such pride in the 


metropolis of the interior—their city—that they will cheerfully support the amendment. 


The adoption of this amendment will in no wise detrimentally affect the state at large, 
but it is absolutely necessary for the development of the great city that Chicago is des- 


tined to be.

In six or more of our large cities laboratories have been 
‘established by the school boards for testing dull and backward 
children. The laboratories are supplied with various instru- 
ments by which, under the direction of a skillful operator, 
the mental condition of the children may be ascertained with 
accuracy. Prominent among the instruments are the mo- 
tograph to test the strength of the hand grip, and also the 
ergograph, which tests the endurance of the finger muscles. 


H.2 “ Chase Hands,” as the hands shown in the 
accompanying cut are called, have excited the 
interest of Chicago educators.

“This method of dressing little babies dates back to the 
period when the water for the unfortunate infant’s bath was 
tested by the nurse's elbow.’’ says a Chicago enthusiast 
on the subject of dress reform for babies. “In the ola cays, 
you know, the ‘ six turnings and fifteen pins’ methoa was the 
only one known, but it by no means follows t we should 
now cling to it.

‘*At a speed of 90 or 100 miles in an hour the millionaire 
might find risk enough,”’ said a railroad official. -“ But while 
he has all the risk of the speed, he has the still greater risk 
of occupying a special train which is without set schedule. 
Trains will come together in collisions perhaps as long as hu- 
man minds and human hands must be depended upon. But in 
the case of a fast train, which naturally interferes in great 
measure with all other trains, this risk of colliding is doubled. 

“Ordinarily, there is a five minutes’ ‘ clearance’ for trains 
that otherwise would be in the way of such a special. At 
ninety miles an hour, for instance, you might say that fifty 
miles of track, front and back of such a train, is put out of 
service. Under ordinary conditions of traffic, consider how 
many trains, even on a double track, are made to sidetrack 
in that fifty miles. Allowing for a train’s being on the side- 
track a full five minutes before the special is due, probably 
not more than ten minutes will have been taken by the con- 
ductor for the switching and for the clearance. Five of these 


' minutes may be needed to make the switch tracks, counting 


all smooth and easy. But if a switch should stick, or the 
locomotive wheels should slip, or any one of half a dozen 
other pdssibilities arise for delay, two minutes lost would 
bring the special three miles closer. In five minutes it would 
cover seven and a half miles.
